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Introduction 


Information collected and published by Statistics 
Canada relates to many different aspects of our 
economic, social and cultural life in Canada. This 
information, for marketing purposes, is normally 
segregated into broad subject-matter groupings, 
and may be presented according to a number of 
diverse classifications, such as: population, 
household or family universes, business, and 
institutional categories. Additionally there may 
be separate reference guides issued for material 
depending on its medium of dissemination, as for 
example, printed, tape, microfiche, electronic 
forms, etc. 


This Guide to Statistics Canada Data on 
Women brings together source references on a 
slightly different concept, which is on the theme of 
women and women’s issues, as a target group. It 
contains sources of data found separately in 
various Statistics Canada Current Publications 
Index Catalogues and companion reference 
products, generally wherever a male/female 
distinction or a theme devoted to women’s issues 
was noted. The catalogue follows the recom- 
mendations made by United Nations and other 
groups meeting to review and appraise progress 
during the United Nations Decade for Women 
(1976-1985), namely that follow-on work, or 
"Forward Looking Strategies" as they were 
termed, was necessary. Singled out as particularly 
important, was the preparation and maintenance 
of inventories of national statistics and indicators 
relating to the role and situation of women. 


Responsibility for coordinating the preparation of 
this report was given to the Target Groups Data 
Bases Project. This is a small project team formed 
in 1985 to integrate data on target group 
populations from the diverse holdings within 
Statistics Canada. Target Groups also include 
Youth, the Elderly, Aboriginal Peoples, Visible 
Minorities and Disabled, as examples. Thus, it is 
anticipated that this report on women is but the 
forerunner of other products to come, such as 
reference guides, chartbooks, and databases, 
designed to facilitate user access to Target Group 
data. 


Coverage 


Sources for the information listed herein include 
the main Statistics Canada Current Publications 
Index Catalogue as well as the Listing of 
Supplementary Documents (Catalogue 11-207), 


Directory to Microdata and Special Tabula- 
tions (Catalogue 11-514) Canadian Socio- 
Economic Information Management System 
(CANSIM) and Products and Services of the 1981 
and 1986 Census of Canada. Attempts were made 
to include information available up to the 
publishing date of this catalogue. 


Certain types of material describing Statistics 
Canada output are not included in the catalogue, 
such as Daily and Weekly Bulletins, promotional 
literature and product guides and directories 
themselves. It should also be noted that in the case 
of the source Listing of Supplementary 
Documents noted above, only those items actually 
indicating sex or women’s data in the title were 
selected, as there were no abstracts available and 
investigating each individual title was not 
feasible. 


Organization 


References are located generally in one of three 
main sections of the catalogue, depending 
primarily on the medium of dissemination. 
Catalogued print publications, except for Census, 
are found in Part I. Non-catalogued publications, 
off-the shelf tabulations, microfiche and 
information on tape or in electronic format, as well 
as a general summary listing for Census products, 
are located in Part II - Other Sources of 
Information by Major Subject Matter Area 
and Medium of Dissemination. Selected 
articles, not covered by Parts I and II (such as 
articles published in the Canadian Statistical 
Review, and papers presented at Conferences), are 
contained in Part III - A Selected Biblio- 


graphy. 


References listed in Part I form the major part of 
this guide. To assist users in locating a topic 
within Part I, the Alphabetic Index was created. 
This lists all the variables occurring and directs 
the user to the catalogue number (presented in 
ascending order) of the publication in which that 
variable may be found. Each citation includes: the 
title, STC Catalogue, ISSN or ISBN numbers, 
periodicity, approximate size, content outline anda 
listing of tables or types of tables presented. For 
example, in cases where tables simply repeat 
information with only a slight, (such as 
geographic) variation, they have been excluded, as 
such detail would have been indicated in the 
content outline. In some cases, tables without a 


sex breakdown have been included to give the user 
a more complete idea of the overall content which 
may be available by sex on a special request basis, 
from the survey data base concerned. Users will 
also note the absence of table numbers, as these 
often change over time in any given publication. 


Special Notes 


Due to the significant variation in timeliness of 
annual data, some of which can be several years 
behind the publication date, a precise year was not 
shown, but indications of the first date issue were 
made where possible. For somewhat similar 
reasons, no price was shown for the products listed, 
as these also can vary substantially over time. For 
publications noted as “occasional”, the last year of 
published data was shown, as in quite a few cases 
there had not yet been another issue. Also with 
respect to “occasional” publications, a number may 
be out of print and not available for purchase (see 
also note (ii) following). It is recommended that 
users interested in such detail consult the various 
catalogues mentioned above, in their local library 
and/or contact the nearest Statistics Canada User 
Advisory Services (see instructions in the "How to 
obtain More Information Section"). 


Definitions of terminology used in various subject- 
matter areas were not included in this Guide. In 
most cases, users will find this type of information 
in the actual report cited. 


Introduction 


While the "How to Obtain More Information" 
section on the inside front cover provides general 
direction to users, a few additional suggestions are 
offered here which might facilitate the location of 
information: 


(i) The Directory to Microdata and Special 
Tabulations (Catalogue 11-514) itself 
contains actual points of contact with respect 
to much of the data sources not listed in the 
basic annual catalogues, such as microdata, 
off-the-shelf tabulations and special requests, 
as contained in Part II of this Guide. 


(ii) For titles listed in Part III - A Selected 
Bibliography, the only source of reference 
may be the Statistics Canada Library. 
Libraries may borrow titles through 
Interlibrary Loan arrangements, although 
there is a possibility the title may have been 
published in a journal or other secondary 
source, in which case holdings should be 
checked beforehand.

CENSUS 


Census of Population and Housing * 


The 1986 Census was the first mid-decade 
census to undertake detailed enumeration. Data 
on demographic, social and economic character- 
istics, as well as on dwellings, were collected from 
Canadians. The information is recorded on two 
data bases, the 100% data base and the 20% sample 
data base. 


The 100% data base includes general 
demographic, dwelling and household data (for 
example: age, sex, marital status, mother tongue 
and structural type of dwelling) collected from the 
entire population. 


The 20% sample data base includes the general 
demographic data, detailed socio-economic data 
(for example: ethnic origin, labour force activity, 
schooling, income and dwelling) collected from one- 
fifth of the population. 


* The information provided in this listing does not 
cover censuses conducted prior to that of 1971 or 
agriculture censuses. 


Availability of Data — 1986 Census 
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The range of the 1986 Census products and 
services differs somewhat from the 1981 Census. 
The major changes are: 


- a 40% reduction in the number of publi- 
cations; 

— the replacement of the 1981 Census Summary 
Tapes program by the Basic Summary Cross- 
tabulations; 

- improvements in the Custom Tabulations 
Service; 

— the implementation of a new Semi-custom 
product line.

For the censuses of 1971, 1976 and 1981, the 
universe includes 100% coverage of the Canadian 
population and its component households and 
families for a series of basic demographic and 
housing characteristics; in 1971 and 1976, a 33 
1/3% sample for a series of more detailed 
demographic, cultural, economic and housing 
characteristics; in 1981, similar additional detail 
for a 20% sample. Overall, the 1976 Census 
provides less data than those of 1971 and 1981. 
More specifically, the following lists contain those 
variables, derived either directly or indirectly from 
the questionnaire, that are considered the most 
relevant for the purposes of this listing:

Some 300 statistical publications of the 1971 
Census of Population and Housing are listed and 
described briefly in the Historical Catalogue of 
Statistics Canada Publications, 1918-1980 
(Catalogue No. 11-512), or in various issues of the 
annual "Statistics Canada Catalogue" from 1973 to 
1982. 


Similarly, more than 100 statistical publica- 
tions of the 1976 Census of Population and 
Housing are listed and described in the historical 
catalogue, as well as in various issues of the 
annual catalogue from 1978-79 to 1984. 


The 1984 edition of the annual Statistics 
Canada Catalogue shows some 200 statistical 
publications of the 1981 Census of Population and 
Housing. A complete listing of publications and 
non-print products is also contained in Products 
and Services of the 1981 Census of Canada. 


Other Media for Dissemination of Data 


Census User Summary Tape Files: These tape 
files are the prime "off-the-shelf" source of 
tabulated data at a level of geographic and 
substantive detail greater than that provided by 
the printed bulletins. They permit users to 
aggregate the tabulations either on a geographic 
basis or by combining data cells. 


Custom tabulations of this sort can be 
undertaken by Statistics Canada as special 
requests. For 1971, there are 82 files containing 
481 tables; for 1976, 55 files containing 147 tables; 
for 1981, 177 files containing 542 tables.

Special Request Tabulations directly from the 
Census Data Bases: As exemplified above, the 1971 
file contains some 145 variables; the 1976 file, 55; 
and the 1981 file, 224. Cross tabulations may be 
produced of any of the variables with any other, the 
only restrictions being the reliability of the data, 
confidentiality, and the cost of production.
